Tliey arc 
mostly illusions. Personal gain is 
the motto of the captains of indus¬ 
try, not the public good, and most of 
them arc first-class crooks, ready 
to swindle at every safe oppor¬ 
tunity. Their patriotism is simply 
near-palriotisin. .And to swindle 
the government, i. c., the people cpl- 
lectiveli'. is to them a positive de¬ 
light. Carnegie's blowlmlc armor 
plate was not a lone circumstance 
by any means. Only the other day 
Congressman \Valdo of Xew York 
showed a meeting of navy yard em- 
ploNvs tlut the govcmmeiit actual¬ 
ly ran a risk of sending imsea- 
worlliy ship.s to sea cvcr\ time such 
Ixiats were built by private com¬ 
panies, that is, V great captains of 
industry. 

"Warships built under contract 
by private concerns, and almost im- 
n'lcdiatclv after their completion 
sent to the Brooklyn navy yard for 
repairs, have been found to liave 
rivet liolcs plugged with wwd, 
putty and soap, instead of iron 
rivets being inserted,” he declared. 
"In one instance 1 know of several 
hundred rivets which were sup¬ 
posed to have been put into a war¬ 
ship built by contractors, but the 
workmen filled the rivet holes with 
putty and wood.” »

The prosecution is letting it be kncnim through the 
community, by the most secret means, that any man of the jury toho will vole for conviction nnll be well 
cared for through the corruption fund furnished by the Mine Onuers' association.

for opioions br persons, slaliiiK that 
they were seitni at the reqne.t o(

Borah, and that.fliey arc. not hiring 
men to approxh ony ciliient to get 
their upintom regarding the case, and 
the Sutesmiin severely arrsigns the 
defense for such canvassing work.

Washington, D. C., May 6.—There 
has been something going on at tbe 
White House in connection with the 
Moyer-Haj^'ood cate. The last to 
call on the president was Judge 
Beatty, who instructed the jury that 
indicted Senator Borah in connection 
with the land frauds. First the dis* 
trict attorney came, then came Borah 
himself; now the federal judge is here. 
Each of the visitors bad a “session" 
with tbe president. 


Senator Borah is false," said Judge 
Beattie. “The district attorney told 
me he bad been instructed to investi- 
«te the timber frands. 1 instructed 
the jurors in the law applicable, and 
told them they should make no dis¬ 
tinction in persons.

being approved by alt the attorneys 
for the defense. The statement is 
as follows: 

"Wc have been charged with kill¬ 
ing ex-Governor Steuneiiberg with 
a dynamite bomb. Our trial begins 
tomorrow. The details of the as¬ 
sassination have been published 
brcadcast throughout the civilized 
world for more than a year. Dur¬ 
ing all thi.s time the prc.ss of the 
country, and especially of that sec¬ 
tion of Idaho where we will be 
placed an trial, has bitterly de¬ 
nounced us and the Western Fed¬ 
eration of Miners to which wc be¬ 
long. The most powerful interests 
of the country arc seeking to take 
our lives. 

"We were not in Idaho for years 
Itcfore the crime was coimnilted. 
L'ndcr the law wc could not be 
extradited from Colorado. But, in 
spite of this, we Mere arrested on a 
perjured affidavit cliarging tliat we 
were in Idaho at the time of the 
commission of the crime and that 
we immediately fled from the state, 
and on this perjured affidavit, 
known to be false, tlie governors 
of the two states of Idaho and Colo¬ 
rado kidnaped us in the night time, 
refused us an interview with family, 
friends or counsel, or a cliance to 
appeal to the courts and brought us 
on a special train a thousand miles 
from home and into a state and 
community sy-slematically poison¬ 
ed against ns by newspapers and 
officials. We have been confined 
in jail for fourteen months against 
our protest, and denied bail while 
constantly <icnianding a trial. Every 
effort lias been made to teach the 
farmers, business men ami working 
men of the community that we are 
assassins and outlaws. 

"After all this our case is about 
to be reached, and the president of 
tlie United States, in no way inter 
esied olficlalty or otherwise (sic), 
sends two letters broadcast over 
the couhtry, charging us with guilt 
and crime, and these are published 
in every (taper in Idaho. The gov¬ 
ernor of Colorado, a day or two 
later, adds his word* of spite to the 
venom of the president and says 
that we arc not only guilty of the 
crime charged, but of many others, 
also. While the president of the 
L'nited States, and the governor of 
Colorado are sending out their 
statement to oom| 3 ass our death, 
the judge of the county has brought 
a citizen before him for cuntempt 
on the charge that he tried to in¬ 
fluence the mind of a prosttec- 
tive juror by saying that 'the 
state administration was trying to 
railroad us.' On the ap(>earanre 
of this man in court the judge 
promptly told the state's attorney 
that he should have this obscure 
fanner indicted for felony because 
tie tried to inflnence the mind of a 
prospective juror. Tbe presi¬ 
dent knows how much jester 
weight will be given to his wonb 
than those of an obscure private 
citizen. 

"If we are to be tried in court, 
every law-abiding citizen, however 
^eat or bumble, should do every¬ 
thing in Ills (x>w(r to cool the pas¬ 
sions of men, rather I'lan add fuel 
to the flame. If we are to be 
thrown to the mob, the officers 
should at least open our prison 
doors and give os some chance 
defend ourselves.”

■AiKither writer said the aim of 
f^icialists was "the taking away 
from the present possessors of cer¬ 
tain advantages for the purpose of 
conferring them upon others,” and 
that "the temptation to annex the 
property of others by safe and legal 
means” was likelv to be successful

Soci.aIism. according M one view, 
means the robbery of individuaLs by 
the state.

The object of .Socialism, as staleil 
by Soiialists. is the ownership and 
control by tlic people of all the 
means for producing wealth. 

At present the bulk of the proji- 
erty is owned anil controlled by in¬ 
dividuals, companies and trusts. 

Does it necessarily follow that in 
order to obtain jKissession of tins 
property rofibcrv must take place? 

There is such a thing 
as purcliase. This property can Ik; 
bought—iust as t.ooo uiuuicipali- 
lics Umglit tlicir waterworks, just 
as afio municipalities bought their 
gasworks, just as 300 nmnicifiali- 
ties bought their electricity works, 
just as too iminicipalities bought 
their street railways—just as the 
governments of Prussia and Hcl- 
ginm and .1a|an bought their rail¬ 
ways and made them the pro|Krty 
of all the people.

tin what grimnds, then, can So¬ 
cialists be terincil the prctlatory 
lartv of confiscation? 

The late laird Chief Justice Cole¬ 
ridge saiil: "The (larticiilar rules by 
which the enjoyment of pro|K-rty is 
regulated, differing in every coun¬ 
try in the worki, must rest at last 
upon one and the same foumlation 
—the general advantage." 

Our opimiicnts say that it is the 
dcclarcil object of the Social-IleiiKi- 
crats to legislate entirely for the 
benefit of the manual worker at the 
expense of tliose who tki no‘ work 
with their liands. 

The onlv answer to this argument 
is that it IS rxit true. No Socialist 
ever made such a fixilish statement. 
It directly contradicts the publishcit 
principles of the Socialist organ¬ 
izations, wherein it is set forth that 
the object of Socialism is the tta- 
tioiial ownership of the means of 
life and govermiicnt by the i>c<.'plc 
for the people. 

Tliat is to say, a Socialist govern¬ 
ment would govern in the interests 
of the -vholc jieiiplc. Socialism 
stands for justice, and the brain 
worker wouhl receive equal con¬ 
sideration with the manual worker. 

Under our present s_v*lrm. neither 
muscles nor brains are fairly treat¬ 
ed. ft so hapiiens tliat some man¬ 
ual workers arc better organizeil 
than some brain workers, anil they 
arc beginning to make their claims 
heard. But that is not a reason for 
assuming tlut Socialism means leg¬ 
islation entirely for the benefit of 
the mannar worker at the exjieiise 
of the brain worker. There is no 
sense in connecting the two thiiigf 
Is Socialism Robbery? 

Millions of pco;ilc are rotibcil of 
life, millions are robbe" *'f nio-i that 
mskes life swerl and \vi,ri:i>. I-Hlay. 

Socialism would not confiscate pri-p- 
c-rly, it would confiscate the power 
of private property. It wocid loofis- 
eatc the power 01 private euulali-i-. 
to say wht slio.dd or who slinuld not 
be employed. It would y nfiseale the 
power of individuals to live 011 inlcrrst 
and dividend* they had not earned, 
it would conh.scate all privileges 
which enable one man to --iisl.Tre hi* :

Me 11 
mid that the *tntr is fpiinK to take it 
from him, and he is ipvcn to under¬ 
stand that the state is goinx to t.akc 
it from him and give him iiutbing in 
exchange. That is. to rob him 

Let us first ssk what is meant hy 
the state? Who it thi* stale that 1* 
going to rob Ibe working man' 

Wlien our r.pponent* think of the 
stare, they think of the goi-emmrjit of 
today. When Socialists talk of the 
stale they mean "the whole nation." 

So. when our opponent* icll the- 
working man the state is going to 
rob him of his hundred dollars, he 1* 
led to thi»k nf a Governnirnl like that 
of today, taking his hundred dollars 
and giving him nothing for IL 

Bnt. as I have explained, any person 
whose pniperty is taken over by the 
stale is rompeusated. 

And, as the gentlemen who write 
these lie* well know. Socialism doe* 
not mean dividing up cither, ami their 
tics anyhow- kill each other wheti they 
are brought face to face. Sosiali-ts 
eaimot at the same time r.di the w-i.-k- 
ing man and fill his pocket with other 
people's money. 

We cannot establish Sociclism initil 
the people desire it. r)ur opponentr 
Item to think that it :s p.iarih)e for a 
handful of SrKialists to "rob" the re-r 
->f the nation. 

No. Socialism is n-.t roldsery. It 
s a system of sewiety, based on jus- 
ice. and the taking over,of the land 
ind capital would only he the begiii- 
ling 01 that sy»t‘--m.

1 Old this the facts would be against 
me, and I desire to present facts only. 

.^t a reasonable citimate I lupoose 
that the union people of .\mcrica are 
receiving hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars annuaHy more than they would be 
getting were it not for the existence of 
their unions. . Rut (his. after all. is a 
small matter. 'The !<»ve of money is 
the root of all esul." and the honest 
wage earner should find his ino>t sat- 
isfactt?ry recompense in (he “joy of 
work” rather than in dollars and 
cents. And it is an open question, 
after all. as to whether high wages 
benefit the laborer. Is it not alto- 
grthcr possible, for instance, that the 
lo per cent increase which has re¬ 
cently heen added to the munificent 
wages of the factory operatives would 
be tnnch more wisely expended if re¬ 
tained in the hands of the judiciousl> 
educated people ^ho draw dividends 
from the mill stcKks? There arc great 
missionary works needed lo be per¬ 
formed in foreign lands there are 
gentle Filininos to be educated. Hot¬ 
tentots to ^ clothed and universities 
to be endowed, and these funds, which 
the mill operatives will probably ex¬ 
pend in riotous living, gaudy finery, 
automobiles and some possibly for 
beer, might go far if retained hr the 
people wh<t know best how to use it. 
There arc immense po&ikibilities here 
when we think of the great increases 
in wages which (hr miners the rail¬ 
way employes, steel and Standard Oil 
workmen and many other classes of 
wage earners have received, and which 
we of the Citizens' Alliance think 
they will not spend judiciously. 

.\gain. you claim that trades tmion- 
tsm has reduced the hours of labor 
and given more leisure to its mem¬ 
bership. I freely grant this, but deny 
the beneficience of the result. 1 shall 
not say anything about the impair¬ 
ment of f»tir economic efficiency 
caused by the reductiorv *rbeoretical 
rot and m»nsrtise on one side, you 
know as w rli as I that a man cannot 
do as much work in eight or nine 
hours as in ten or twelve hours, and 
the loss of this productive work leaves 
our country just so much poorer. 
^i« accounts in f>art for the terrible 
industrial depression through which 
we are passing, the impoverishment of 
onr manufacturers and (he slump-m 
the market price of all manufacturing 
st<t#i 3 . 

But this material loss is of small 
moment compared with the moral 
ravages incurred in the workmen’s 
life through the shorter workday. 
V'ery truly did that good old man 
Isaac Watts remarkuhat “Satan finds 
some mischief still for idle hands to 
do.” And still chuckles witfV glee 
whenever he secs a notice for (he es* 
taldishmcnt of* thr eiglit hour day. 
The colored man of (hr south was 

f riven his freedom before he knew 
M»w to use it. and a pretty mess the 
reconstructiopists made of it. Now, 
is there any one here who will pre- 
I sume to assert that the average man 
j know's how to use the shorter work¬ 
day? If so. let him stand up or remain 
forever silent. The trusted agents 
I of our alliance have made a close ex- 
i umination of the subject, and they 
, prove by irrefutable evidence (hat the 
I contrary is the case. When a man 
is at work, you know* he Is nut in mis> 
chief. There arc me good men 
who like to work over::*oe, who would 
pay for the privilege, but the average 
worker has no such virtue. Yon will 
find him tn the saloon, and (he saloons 
of Bri>ckton are mvtoriously crowded 
to overflowing. Vou will find him on 
the street corner, tn the billiard r<toms 
and bowling alley, in the ballro<»m, 
sailing in his steam yacht or running 


Washington, D. C. April 28.— 
The bureau of labor has taken an¬ 
other look into the cost of living, 
and it finds it is still increasing. Its 
latest examination liad to do with 
wholesale prices only. It is now 
making a study of retail prices. The j 
bulletin just issued sliows that, 
wholesale prices, considering 258* 
commodities as a whole, reached a | 
higher level in 1906 than at any I 
other time during the seventeen- 
year period covered. The average 
for the year 1906 was 5.6 per cent 
higher than for 1905, 26.5 per cent 
higher than for 1897, the year of 
lowest prices during the scvenlcen- 
>f*iv period, and 224 per cent 
higher than the average for the ten 
years from 1890 to 18^. 

Prices reached their highest |xMnt 
during tbe^venteen-year period in 
December, 1906, the average for 
that month being 4.1 per cent 
higher than the average for Dcccm- 
ber, 1905. 

Only Two Show Decrease. 

The study of the bureau was ex¬ 
tended to farm products, foods, 
clotlies and clothing, fuel and light¬ 
ing, metals, implements, hmtbcr 
and building materials, drugs and 
miscellaneous commodities. Only 
two of the nine groups slmwed a 
decrease it price as comf)ared with 
1905—farm products and drum and 
chemicals. Seven groups showed 
an increase in prices, this increase 
reaching 104 per cent in the case of 
metals and implements, and 9.6 per 
cent in the case of lumber and 
building materials. 

The average ■ price for 1906 of 
farm products, taken as a whole, 
differs but little from that of 1905. 
a decrease of only one-half of I per 
cent being showiu Food, as a whole, 
increased 3.6 oer cent in average 
price for 1900, as compared with 
1905. The principal articles show¬ 
ing an increase were cheese, fish, 
fruit, hog products, milk, rice and 
vegetables. No change took place 
in the price of bread. A slight de¬ 
crease in (he wholesale cost of 


coffee, eggs, wheat, flour, oori^ 
meal, beet, sugar and tea is shown* 
Co. and Clothing Advance. 

Of the seventy-five articles indued* 
ed under clothes and clothing, sixty* 
six showed an increase in price, fivb 
showed no change, and only f«>(ia 
showed a decrease. In the group, ad 
a whole, there was an average to* 
crease nf y.i per cent in price. Ii| 
fuel and lighting, as a group, therq 
was an increase tn price ol 5 per cent. 
There was an advance in the price •>! 
anthracite coal of domestic size^i 
coke, and petrolenm, and a decrease 
in candles^ broken anthracite coaI| 
and bituminous coal. Thera was a 
greater increase in price for Tnrtsll 
and implcmentf than any other groups 
In this group the increase for lyotj 
over 1905 was 104 per cent. j

WEBER'S ADDRESS. 

.\sscinldyman Welier, in arguing 
tlic child ial»-r liill liefore the as- 
-enibly at .Madison, summed up the 
larion.s licariiig> held by the com¬ 
mittee. ami tlie result of the con¬ 
ference held in Milwaukee helwioti' 
the friends of the bill and the Mer¬ 
chants and Mannfaetiircrs' associa¬ 
tion. Ill suniming up the condi¬ 
tions of ciiild labor, he said: 

.According to tlie statistics there 
are 2,060,000 children between the 
ages of 10 amt t6 years in this land 
of the free who ire forced to work 
for wages, or for sustenance; that ont 
of tliese, 500.000 are employed in 
occupations (laiigeroiis to life kml 
limb: tliat tlie organPred owners of 
the iudu-stries, the merchants and 
Mannfacturcrx' assoctatioii, arc 
ei-cr reaching out for greater and 
more cunttiiiious profits; and cheap 
labor is tlie readiest means to this 
end. Child labor is the cheapest of 
{all, consequently it.s use is encour¬ 
aged hi the average capitalist. The 
manufacturing industries of tlie 
I'nited .‘states tiiat employ child 
labor are murdering the children of 
the wage working class by the 
tlionsands and tens of tliousands. 
and those they do not kill are turned 
out as stunted dwarfs and cripple.-., 
not only pli.i sically, but mentally 
and iivirally- as well. 

President Roosevelt said: "In 
sucli a republic as ours the one 
thing wc caimot afford to neglect 
is tile problem of turning out d^ent 
citizens. The futtire of the nations 
depends upon the citizenship of the 
generations to come; the children 
of today are tlxisc wlio tomorow 
will shape the destinies of our laml. 
and we can not afford to neglect 
them." 

Very true, and a nretty sentinKnL
